to  follow  the  example,  and  fo  from  one  affofci- 
ate  to  an  other,  untill  a  great  part  of  the  com- 
munity is  confidently  moved  from  that  moderation, 
temperance  and  trugallity,  which  is  r.eceilary  for 
a  Iree  people:  and  fourthly,  if  the  govemmeut  of 
Kentucky  is  fipe-l  with  a  great,  numbei  of  officers, 
and  thofe  offkets  to  have  hi;;h  fallarics  theftate 
of  Kentucky  will  not  be  able  tofupport  itfelf,  and 
of  cour'C  muff  be  reduced  to  a  ltate  of  banki  uptcy, 
but  perhaps  ycu  will  fay  it  is  neceffary  to  give 
high  falaries  tO  pro  cute  men  of  the  created:  abili- 
ties to  rill  thofe  offices  of  (tate.  as  fome  of  thofe 
are  Gentlemen  of  the  law,  who  makes  a  great 
profit  by  pleading  at  the  bar,  this  I  concievc  to 
be  no  good  reafon,  becaufe  thofe  Gentlemen  ought 
not  to  have  more  than  what  ,is  equal  ro  their 
fervice,  then  it  would  be  ns  agreeable  to  them 
to  act  in  fome  other  office  as  to  plead  law,  lam 
clear  in  opinion,  that  feme  of  the  lawyers  fees 
arc  too  hk;h.  and  it  is  better  to  coviqcI  one  er-

bufitjefs  carried  on  properly,  is  of  much  cfiential'  ' 
bcne.'it  to  the  community,  it  is  faid  a  legiflaturo 
of  one  houfe  of  repiefentatit  cs  is  belt  to  be  elect-  i 
ed  by  all  free  men  of  age  becaufe  a  majority  of 
the  people  may  not  be  freeholders,  and  if  it  was 
freeholders  only  which  were  to  vote,  one  hair 
cf  the  men  in  the  (tate,  might  have  no  voice  io 
the  laws  which  wc>c  to  gove  n  them  The  re- 
prcicntation  oueht  to  be  by  numbers  and  not  by  cou- 
nties, becaufe  it  is  men  they  rcprefent  and  not  land, 
(it  Tentory  was  to  be  lep.elented  a  man  hold- 
ing one  thoufand  acres  cf  land,  ought  to  haveterj 
votes,  when  anothei  holding  one  hundied  acres, 
oughuo  have  only  one  vote  in  the  election  for 
Delegates.)  Every  Reprefentative,  ought  to  Rcpre- 
fent the  lame  numbei  of  men,  or  as  near  the  gi-  \ 
ven  number  as  may  conveniently  be  afcertaln- 
ed,  otherwife  one  member,  which  icprefents  five 
hundred  men  in  the  Legislature,  ought  to  have 
two  votes,  when  another  member  who  reprefento 
two  h  ndicd  and  fmv,  01  ■  In  to  have  only  one 
vote,  for  unfefs every  constituent  has  an  equal  rc- 
prefentation  in  the  Legiilaiuie,  it  cannot  be  faid 
he  haih  equal  Liberty.  The  more  equal  the  Go- 
vernment is  ballanccd,  the  better  it  will  be  for  the 
general  good  of  the  whole,  and  f  there  was  as 
many  diftriffj  as  delegates,  and  each  diftrict  to 
fend  one  delegate,  elections  would  be  more  pure 
and  convenient,  and  the  people  would  be  mere 
fairly  reprcfented,  becau  c  the  e  may  be  counties- 
which  hath  inhabitants  inconvenient  to  the  place 
of  holding  elections,  which  will  prevent  their  at- 
tefidan  •• ,  and  if  they  we  e  to  attend,  it  m'gh'  be 
veryd  fficnltto  vote  when  thepe  pleareverymimc- 
rous,  and  thus  one  thoufand  men  might  cany  art 
election,  against  twelve  hundred.  The  intc  eil 
of  men  in  the  fame  county  in  Some  cafes  arc  op- 
pofi-e  to  each  other,  owing  to  their  Situation. 
The  laws  enacted  by  one  houfe  of  reprefctntives 
may  be  examined  by  the  judges  of  the  fupremc 
court  and  atioi  ney  General,  if  difapproved  to  fend 
their  objections  to  the  houfe,  '  to  reconfider  it,  and 
if  two  thirds  arc  in  favour,  it  it  might  become  a 
law,  this  would  be  as  r-ood  a  check  as  that  of  a 
fenate,  and  le  s  exrenfivc  to  the  State;  without 
fome  check  a  membe:  might!  tad  e  the  opportuni- 
ty of  the  most  favourable  time  and  get  a  law 
pafled  by  a  baremajOrity  ,  to  anfwer  fome  private 
purpofe  reverfe  to  public  good,  is  not  a  Gover- 
nor and  two  co.  nccliors  a:,  fully  fufflcient  for  the 
executive  department,  as  one  judge  and  two*  affif- 
tant  ju.-ges  for  the  judiciary  in  the  Gcncal 
court,  as  they  are  fufficient  for  the  administra- 
tion of  juftice.  They  will  be  Iefs  expensive  to- the 
community.
